The majority 
iu any legislative orgaalzatlon is held 
responsible for the legislation enacted 
by "that body; H Is not the part of com- 
mon sense to suppose that the body 
would proceed to hamper Itself by al- 
lowing a presiding officer uot of its own 
creating to appoint committees hostile 
to Us wishes.

5-pidemic of Rabi&s. 


Tint the appalling epidemic of rabies 


which has swept over the northern sec- 
tion of this state during the past few 
months is not dying out, but is still as 
dangerous us ever, la shown by the fact 
that coinplaiuts of dog bites are being 
made daily throughout the cityof Provi- 
dence and that applications for Pasteur 
treatment at the Khode Inland hospital 
are Increasing. 


An examination of the records at tbe 


office of the superintendent of health 
shows that there have beeu three 
deaths from hydrophobia, contracted 
through bites from infected animals; 61 
persons have been under treatment for 
the cure of tbe dread malady, oue of 
whom Is numbered among the dead, 
and there have beeu 169 cases of per-

Francisco. The report deals with three 
inatiers of controversy—tirsi, ihe exclu- 
sion of the Japanese children from 
tu.e S'an Kraueisco schools; second, Ihe 
bo}colling of 
Japanese 
restaurants, 


and. third, acts of violence committed 
iiginust the Japanese. 


As to ihe drst matter, I call your 


especial attention to the very 
small 


number of Japanese children who at- 
tend school, to the testimony as to the 
brightness, cleanliness, and good 
be- 


havior of these Japanese children in the 
schools, and to the fact thai, owing to 
their being scattered throughout the 
city, Ihe requirement for them all to go 
lo one special school is impossible of 
fultilineni and means that they cannot 
have school facilities. The government 
has already 
directed 
thai 
suit 
be 


brought lo test the constitutionality of 
the act iu question; bui my very earnest 
hope Is thai such suit will not be neces- 
sary, and that as a matter of comity 
the citizens of San Francisco will refuse 
to deprive these young Japanese chil- 
dren of education and will permit them 
to go to the schools. 


Tht1 question as 
to 
the 
violence 


against the Japanese is most admirably 
pul by Secrelary .Motcalf, and 1 have 
nothing to add to his statement. I am 
entirely confident that, as Secretary 
Melcalf sais. the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the state of California Is for 
law and order and for the protection 
of the Japanese in their personi and 
property. 


I authorized and directed Secretary 


Metcalf to state that if there was fail- 
ure to protect persons and property, 
then the entire power of the federal 
government within the limits of 
the 


Constitution would be used promptly 
and vigorously to enforce the observ- 
ance of our treaty, the supreme law of 
the laud, which treaty guaranteed to 
Japanese residents everywhere in the 
Union full and perfect protection for 
their persons nnd property; nnd to this 
enu evcr.vihlng in my power would be 
done, and all the forces of the United 
Stales, both civil and military, which 1 
could lawfully employ, would be em- 
ployed.

I talked while in San Francisco spoke 
in the highest terms of the Japanese 
children, saying that they were among 
the very best of Iheir pupils, cleanly 'n 
their persons, well behaved, studious, 
and remarkably bright. 


A boycott was maintained In San 


Francisco from Oct. ?> to Oct. 24 
by 


members of the Cooks and Wallers' un- 
ion against Japanese restaurants doinL- 
business In that city. Nearly all of the 
leaders of labor organizations in San 
Francisco interviewed on this subjt-ct 
disclaimed any knowledge of any for- 
ma' action being taken for the boy- 
cotting of the-e restaurants. 


As a matter of fact, a most effective 


boycott was maintained against nearly 
all of the 
Japanese 
restaurants lo- 


cate''; in San Francisco fora period of 
at least three weeks. 
Pickets were 


stationed in front of tlie-^o restaurants 
and every effort was made to prevent 
people frorr 
patronix.inu' Iliem.

I r,m satisfied, from Inquiries made

young men anil boy? who \m\ ^alhered 
in front of tin- restaurants as soon as 
the boycott was instituted. 


Assaults have from (imp to time been 


made upon .lapane-e subjects resident 
In the city of San Francisco. I was in- 
formed by the chief of police that npon 
receipt of a communication front the 
Japanese consul he at once Instructed 
captains of police to make every effort 
to stop these assaults. 


I know that tbese assaults upon the 


Japanese are universally 
condemned 


by all good citizens of California. The 
a»snults npon the Japanes* wtr« not 
made. In my Judgment, with a view of 
robbery, but rather from * feeliag of 
racial hostility, stirred np possibly by 
newspaper accounts of meetings that 
have been held at different times rela- 
tive to the exclusion of Japanese from 
the United States.

dals which liave sometimes been found 
in official life have seldom attached to 
them. How can this be accounted for 
except upon the theory of a general 
personal integrity? It is no sufficient 
explanation to say that, although the 
great mass of the profession is cor- 
rupt, there are n few who are reliable, 
and they are the ones whom the public 
select for official life. 
The truth is 


their very prominence iu public life, 
their fidelity to the trusts therein Im- 
posed, Is evident/"? \vhich cannot be fg 
nored that the profession lias and 
maintains a character for honesty ami 
uprightness 
which 
attracts general

Another blow Against lime honored 


iradnious has b-'eu struck by the icoiio- 
finals of . science. The United States 
llyuionraplnc OinYe hud calmly de- 
clared tint the pha.itom ship seen in 
the vicinity of O»|«''Horn, the "ghost 
ship ni Le Maire," is nothing more nor 
lees than a rock wh.ch under certain 
aimospheric conditions bears a decep- 
ilvc rtciemnlance to a chip.' 


Very olien ships coming from Ku- 


rupe lo the, West by \vay of Cape Horn 
have oeen piaitled to bet what seemed 
lo be a derelict with the water washing 
over her decks. If Ihe sailors were of 
an imaginative turn of miud they 
would invest the unknown ship with 
gl.ustly qualities aud call her the Fly- 
ing IJaicnmaii or sometimes the ghost 
ship of lie Maire, from the strait of that 
name, wheie ohu was usually seen. 


One of tbe stories which have been 


longest remembered is that of the ill 
fated Cronn of Italy, which sighted 
tbe supposed derelict aud subsequently 
we'it ashore. TbeCrowuuf Italy wan 
standing cluht to the jagged black rock, 
at Ibe entrance to therilrail ol lie Maire 
when she sighted what seemed lo be a 
wilier-logged bark dnfiiug ou the rocks 
ot the strait. Many other ships round- 
in); the Horn have i-eeu a similar ap- 
parition aud tbe bydrograpbic office 
has received niauy reports to that efi'ect. 


Not long ago the Norwegian bark 


Servia came Into Seattle with the tale 
of a phuutoin ship which almost ex- 
actly corresponds to that given by the 
Crown of Italy. The second officer of 
Ibe Norwegian vessel declared that he 
bad seen a derelict with Hulls set aud 
decks awash drifting m through tbe 
strait. It wae this report which led 
the bydrographlc otlice to make public 
the declaration thut the phantom sbip 
was nothing but a combiualiou of rooks 
uud shadows. 


It seems that the numerous reports 


ofderelicis or ghost ships always ap- 
peuring in about tbe same place led 
even the Argentine Government lo be- 
stir itself. A lender was sent out from 
the nearby lighthouse with the object 
ol' making an investigation, and it was 
liiund thai the i pparmon was due to a 
ptrange freak ol nalure. Among the 
black jngged locks that lined both sides 
of the strait uf Le Maire th.-re was one 
in particular which, under certain nt- 
uiospheric conditions, bme a deceptive 
likeness to a ship. The ('urination of 
tlie rocks uud the shadows they CIL.I 
combined to produce Ibe oiled of a 
bark running under shun sails. Al a 
distance of five miles tne place will be 
marked with tbe wordd 
"K>n'k bear- 


ing ihe appearance of a ship."

shorten the route by guing through the 
Sirait ol1 Magellan, wuile sailing ve.sse.s 
usually prefer to be entirely ou the safe 
side by going still further suuth and 
rounding the Horu itself. 


Upon making inquiry among old 


tailors of San Francisco, however, sev- 
eral were fouud who ?ould give a mi- 
nute description of tbe rock uud who 
testified tu Us striking resemblance to 
a ship. It seems to be standing bead 
ou, pointing to the south aud low lu 
the water. The sails are shortened as 
they would be lu whut sailors call half 
a gale. Tbe whole formation la very 
dark, as if tbe bull were painted blacn 
aud the nails weather beaten. It has 
three masts aud is higher ou tbe fore 
than on the main. Upon coming ou 
the side of tbe vessel the illusion van- 
ishes aud tbe whole thmg resolves it- 
self luto a conglomeration of black 
rocks. 
The perpetual fog of those 


regions of course helps to befuddle the 
vision. 


Tbe rock looking like a ship is by uo 


meaus.a rare natural formation. Al- 
most every sailor nas seen une lu some 
part of the world, lu the Clipperton 
Islands there is u great white rock look- 
ing like a three musted schooner, lean- 
ing on the wind with her royals set 
and the suu shining on her white 
sails. About six or oeven miles west 
of Honolulu Ibere is a ruck known as 


! French Frigate Hock, because onca

ashore ou it. The clilis look so much 
like a sbiplbat Ihe frigate was deceived 
and thought hbe was meeting another 
vessel, bt. I'aul Island in tne middle 
of the Atlantic ^ said to look very 
much like a ship when approached 
from a certain direction, but ii is a place 
which mariners prefer to give a wide 
berth.
